The Book-of-the-Month Club dual selection, with John Gunther's Behind fhe Cur- 
tain (Harper, P. 244), for July, this projects life under perfected state controls. It 
presages with no uncertainty the horrors and sterility, the policing of every thought, 
action and word, the extinction of truth and history, the condensation of speech and writ- 
ing, the utter subjection of every member of the Party. The story concerns itself with 
Winston, a worker in the Records Department, who is tormented by tenuous memories, who is 
unable to identify himself wholly with Big Brother and The Party. It follows his love for 
Julia, who also outwardly conforms, inwardly rebels, his hopefulness in joining the 
Brotherhood, a secret organization reported to be sabotaging The Party, his faith in 
O'Brien, as a fellow disbeliever, his trust in the proles (the cockney element not under 

‘the organization) as the basis for an overall uprising. But The Party is ommiscient, and 
it is O'Brien who puts him through the torture to cleanse him of all traitorous opinions, 
& terrible, terrifying torture whose climax, keyed to Winston's most secret nightmare, 
forces him to betray even Julia. He emerges, broken, beaten, a drivelling member of The 
Party. Composed, logically derived, this grim forecasting blueprints the means and 
methods of mass control, the techniques of maintaining power, the fundamentals of politi- 
cal duplicity, and offers as arousing a picture as the author's previous Animal Farn.- 
Certain to create interest, comment, and consideration.

O SHEPHERD, SPEAK! $3.50 


This the tenth- and the author expresses his hope, the last - of the Lanny Budd 
series, brings the adventures of the presidential agent through the war crimes trials, 
the conflict- diplomatically speaking- with the Soviet, and finds him at the end ina 
position of trust with the new administration, sent to Moscow as Trumen's personal repre- 
sentative. The first half of the book is, as in previous volumes, set against a bask- 
ground of reality, with Lanny serving in a very special relation with Monuments, - sent 
into all parts of Europe as the occupation troops take over, to interrogate Germans who 
might help locate art treasures, accompanying some of the important survey expeditions, 
using his previous contacts as a bona fide art expert and advisor to the German leaders 
to worm facts from these very leaders as prisoners. He was caught in Bastogne; did sig- 
nal service there and in Nancy and Luxembourg, in Munich and Nuremberg. From Europe to 
America and back- now at the summons of Roosevelt, now of the army. His intimate rela- 
tions are, presumably, established by use of such nicknames as “Georgie” (Patton), a ha- 
bit rather irritating to this reader! Lanny Budd addicts will welcome tying up loose 
threads as lost personalities are found- old friends reintroduced,- Monck, Hansi and Bess, 
Freddi Robin, Marceline, Rick (now a baronet, but still set on world betterment) and Nina 
his wife. Emily Chatterton has died, willing a million to Lanny in trust for world peace. 
And the development of this idea, with various ramifications (radio, syndicate, newspaper, 
authors’ agency, etc.) provides the fictional last half of the story. There are bits here 
and there linked closely to history. Lanny is present at Los Alamos, for the important 
text. But in the main, his story shifts from men of action to men of ideas, so this is 
considerably less melodramatic in the personal sense than its predecessors. Will that 
decrease its market? I doubt it, for the Lanny Budd fan will go through with him to the 


end.

With the belief that “the most important happening in American literature this 
year is the appearance of an entire new generation of writers”, this annual again makes 
@ serious selection of the best among them. And once again a number of writers known only 
to the readers of the little magazines receive a wider recognition here. If there is no 
definite discernible trend in this vanguard of the post-war generation in literature, 
there are one or two general indications to be made: the preponderance of stories about 
children; the tendency to draw from rural, regional backgrounds, and the quality of pity, 
of sensitivity. Although it is not quite true, as editor Foley claims, that nearly all 
the authors in this volume have names that will be brand-new to the general reader, some 
will recognize among them Elizabeth Hardwick, Jessamyn West, Jean Stafford, Alfredo Segre, 
Ward Dorrance, and juvenile writers Jim Kjelgaard and Henry Gregor Felsen.... The market 
is a fairly predetermined one- followers and students of this medium.

In spite of its rather tedious, sluggish and unconvincing religious overtones, 
this novel of how two hundred miners are trapped at Cardenrigg Pit and how they survive 
under almost impossible conditions, has a considerable physical impact. Taken on a level 
of adventure, Hanlin has done a top-drawer job in activating his plot and characters, in 
sustaining suspense. However, on the religious level, which concerns other-worldly Ria 
Kennedy, the author has watered down the Joan of Arc theme. Set in the Irish town of 
Whitevale in the 1920's, this manages to get across the mental and emotional pattern of 
miners waiting to drown as water slowly washes through the pits, of crowded hysteria among 
the relatives who wait above the pits, and of Rack O'Dell who attempts to save the miners 
by crawling through an unused tunnel in order to release the water pressure through a trap 
door. Ria Kennedy addresses the relatives, telling them that the miners will return and 
that they must have faith, makes this her special mission, and is finally killed under a 
crashing gate. Once again (his previous books- on Viking's list- have been similarly set 
in the mines) there is a sensitivity here, and an authenticity, but little that is in- 
digenously popular.

A spoof, and commentary, on recent opinion-getting, this poses a mental marvel 
against the scientific pollsters. Deep in his chosen field, Beecher'’s tabulatory mind is 
rocked when he learns an investigator can get the future answers to & poll without con- 
ducting interviews, and, connecting with the source of her information, learns her uncle, 
old MacInnes, is so sensitive he can really predict public opinion. Beecher and an enter- 
prising friend latch on to the possibilities, get a Navy surplus machine that will offer 
the scientific facade and combine with MacInnes to beat the field. On their path up they — 
collect a publisher who wants to publish books most popular in appeal, an agent-producer 
looking for the girl with perfect appeal, etc., and MacInnes tells them true.

And this is the story of the matrimonal merry- 
go-round, as Lily, sex-ridden divorcee, bet on adding Oliver to her successes, and Molly, 
torn between a secret passion for Oliver and an absorption in the novel-under-way, battle 
to the finale for possession, with Lily winning the sweepstakes. Other phases of matri- 
mony get an airing:- a phony Count annexes Milly's mother, while Milly and her insurance 
salesman Fred are absorbed in their own affairs; Lanny and Baby, two fairies, go in for 
full range of bickerings and jealousies; Clifford, loyal henchman who despairs of the 
infinite capacity for &lcoholic beverages evidenced by Oliver's hangers-on, serves Oliver 
faithfully, but goes home nights to the wife of his bosom....All very studiedly naughty 
and gay- and (for this reader) cheap and for the most part dull reading.

Laid in the Andes, this chronicles the effects of a vicious stranger's influ- 
ence on an isolated, hidden mountain town, San Cobar. Werden, posing as an American, 
through his fluent stories and practiced dissimulation, overcomes the obstacles of legend 
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and rumor to get a guide from his last stopping place, makes the perilous mountain trip 
successfully, and murders his companion. He proceeds to establish himself with the Padre, 
eventually with the people, But his fear, his arrogance, his choice of 4 mistress, pol- 
lute San Cobar's former innocence, create major discords throughout the village, and fin- 
ally force the people to send him back. At the jumping off place, another stranger look- 
ing for the hideaway, is halted, arrested, while Werden, lost on the down trail, realizes 
his dreams of a return to Germany, to power again, are over as he falls to his death.

LEAVES IN THE WIND $3.00 

A tale, with its locale in England, of a nomadic, loquacious, nature-loving 
harpist, Alan Hugh Leigh, who wanders into the town of Moonlea in search of his friend, 
John Simon Adams, and finds himself caught up in a tempestuous labor uprising composed 
of iron workers. Incensed by poor wages and inadequate living conditions, the iron work- 
ers, led by John Adams, lash out at the landed gentry families of Penbury and Plimmon. 
All sorts of good and evil characters bank the story; John Adams, the crusader; Lemuel, 
the unctuous villain; Helen Penbury, beautiful and haughty; but all, including the harp- 
ist, are given to high-flown, involved, philosophical meanderings that hold back the pace. 
Although there are high spots and skirmishes here and there, such as the actual revolt of 
the iron workers, the general tenor is unreal, long-winded. Reminiscent of his earlier 
books, The Dark: Philosophers, Venus and the Voters, this will probably parallel their sale.

MY LAMP IS BRIGHT $3.00 


An expansive, emotional and leisurely recapitulation of a life and longlasting 
love, this tells of Christine Bentley from childhood on, her devotion to her father, her 
mother, and to the young brother with the crippled arm- Humpy. And also, at eight, there 
was the meeting with Johnny Weatherhead, a farmer, for whom her love was never to waver. 
As the years bring growing poverty to her parents, and the increased demands of Humpy, 
spoiled, erratic, Christine finally agrees to marry her wealthy cousin Charles- for what 
he can do for her family. The sacrifice is invalidated when her parents die and Humpy 
throws up his chance at Oxford, and Charles, cold, fastidious, gives nothing save money 
to their mrriage. In the meantime, Johnny, out of pity, is caught in marriage to 
Charles’ sister Rhoda, and it is not until Charles’ death, Rhoda's defection, that Christ- 
ine and Johnny are free for each other... A Victorian sentimentality here, which matches 
the mood of place (English) and period, and gives this its appeal chiefly for a con- 
servative, feminine audience.

A few hard won years in his 
uncle's shipping business won final reward in a mission to the Gold Coast, a dangerous 
mission into the interior to find the reasons behind the failure there. His eager desire 
to treat the natives differently- to make Africa what he felt it might be, he took back 
to England, and at the close of the story- as he takes his part in the Ashanti wars, his 
fight is for better conditions all around. The romance with Emily- its needless frustra- 
tion- his marriage and its outcome, play second place to the drama of empire. Marguerite 
Steen writes like a man; there's occasionally terriffic impact to scenes in the sun,recall- 
ing the earlier book, The Sun Is My Undoing.-: The pace of action seems slower in this; 
there's a sprawling sense of life spanning Bristol, England, and West Coast Africa. At 
times, the thread of plot is submerged in the plethora of color, and background. But for 
the market that revels in sweeping canvas and family sagas and novel backgrounds, this 
story of the 1890's will hold them.

This was originally reported in the January 15th bulletin. Postponement as 
Book of the Month Club selection for August will inevitably mean the impetus of special 
publicity and greater sales. The report follows:-"A descriptive blurb on the jacket is 
misleading. I think, for while one can accept the first sentence, the conclusion drawn 
in the second is not what I should say Vincent Sheean suggests. ‘Gandhi's life, work and 
teaching were for the whole world'- yes; but- if I read him correctly, he does not then 
follow through to suggest that the ‘terrifying weapon of non-violence might be used to 
free the world'- but rather that the forces for good that Gandhi has demonstrated in his 
own life should be given a chance to operate in individual lives- and perhaps by so doing, 
free the world. A book which will surprise many of Sheean's readers, for while his 
scholarship, his earnestness have already been evidenced, this metaphysical, philosophical 
aspect of his inner being is only now fully presented. This book is an extraordinarily 
penetrating study and analysis of the forces that produced Gandhi,- the essence of Hindu- | 
ism, as religious concepts took on social form, the intermeshing of the caste system in 
all of India's history and economy, the anthropological and religious base of India's 
consciousness. Gandhi was ea man of his time- and Sheean gives brief biographical notes 
on the men who were his forerunners,- Shri Aurobindo, metaphysician, philosopher, hermit; 
Narendranath Dutt, who preached renuncietion and service; Vivekananda, the Swami who 
played a great part in the revival of Hinduism; Ram Mohan Roy, Tagore, Ramakrishna, etc. 
He analyzes, too, the Gandhi interpretation of the Gita, the steps by which Gandhi became 
the great leader of his people, the successive clashes with British rule, the two wars, 
and the extraordinary personal experience in which Vincent Sheean accepted the mystical 
challenge of his interlude in the garden at the time of Gandhi's death. Not easy reading, 
but a book that will capture the imagination of those whose interests lie in esoteric and 
metaphysical fields- and the many who are reaching for guidance.”

THE AUTOBIOGRAPHY OF A PIONEER $4.00 


Edited by Emil B. Fries and Grace V. Stearns, this is the story of a Dan- 
ish-American which details the 75 years of his life in Denmark and the United States. 
Son of a blind Lutheran minister, he knew poverty in his native country and came here 
when he was 17 in 1884. He worked first for a farmer in Illinois and then made his way 
west to the Northwest and Washington. En route, hobo style, he worked at railroad build- 
ing, with cattle, in the wheat fields, in new activities of all kinds, and finally settled 
down to homesteading. He knew Indians and Chinamen, murderers, thieves, and had many 
colorful companions along the trail. His marriage was happy and prolific, his love of 
the land grew. An immigrant's story of personal adventure, of luck and success, in his 
adopted country, this has specific regional interest and is most unaffected in its telling.

Hutton, John E. SUT op Little, Brown (Atlantic Monthly) 
TROUT AND SALMON FISHING $5.00 


It is not the purpose of the book to reiterate first lessons in rudimentary 
techniques but to apply those lessons to the art of fishing. First- study the fish! Its 
habits- its location. The importance of fishing gear and tackle. The relation of the 
fisherman's lure to the natural food of the fish, whether dry fly or wet fly, whether 
stream or lake fishing,with concession even to the value of worms, and spinning for trout. 
He then goes on to the fine art of dry fly fishing; of playing a hooked trout; and so on. 
He gives a few hints on correcting faults of casting. He discusses the biological as- 
pects of the trout and salmon and then to the techniques employed in salmon fishing,- low 
water, and the best flies (he has narrowed the choice down to the Logie and Blue Charm), 
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& very small hook, and a telescopic gaff; wet-fly fishing for salmon and the fine points, 


illustrated by personal anecdote. Dry-fly and still water fishing for trout provide still 


other problems of technique. Bait fishing is given its due attention. A final section 
deals with the European sea trout, the Canadian land-locked salmon, and the species 
“anglers”. Data dear to the hearts of anglers will be found in the appendices. Numerous 
plates in color and line.

Brown, Ivor Doubleday 


SHAKESPERARE: Biography & Interpretation $4.00 wit } 


* A lively and absorbing adventure in research, as Ivor Brown, eminent British 
critic explores the findings of previous Shakespearian students, explodes some legends 


and theories, and sets forth his own findings, rooted in evidence of the plays themselves, 


and biographical data. Anyone with a reasonably thorough grounding in the study of 
Shakespeare will enjoy this hugely; others will find that it takes them back to the plays 
themselves. He pictures London and the theatre of the day; the material in which Shakes- 
peare worked for his many-faceted mirroring of people and life. He shows how language 


itself was in a state of flux, and out of that Shakespeare found form and life not hither- 


to recognized. There's profound scholarship here, but so skillfully is it welded into a 
vigorous biographical and critical study that one is rarely- after perhaps the first 
chapter - oppressed with a sense of being beyond one's depth. A book which deserves a 
wider market than it suggests.

YOU AND YOUR FEARS $2.50 


A perennial practitioner in print ( What You Can Do For. Angina Pectoris, What 
You Can Do For High Blood Pressure, etc.) contributes here some pretty thin nostrums for 
neurotics. With a once over lightly on such common complaints as loneliness, tiredness, 
nervousness, hypochrondria, etc. this also amplifies such platitudes as “you're your own 
worst enemy”, “how to be happy though human", etc. etc. and ends with a valid emphasis 
on the need for psychosomatic medicine for the many, rather than the few... Easy does it 
on this one.

Plagemann, Bentz Farrar, Straus 
MY PLACE TO STAND | $2.75 


A personal record of the period just before, during and after an attack of in- 
fantile paralysis, this has none of the aggressively cheerful or intentionally inspira- 
tional qualities of other victims’ accounts, and is- by comparison- almost withdrawn, 
paralleling to some extent the author's response and retreat after he-was stricken. Open- 
ing with his passage from Norfolk to Naples in 1944 aboard an LST where he served as 
pharmacist's mate, this part is largely concerned with the thoughts of death which were 
@ dominant preoccupation, and the counterbalance of a religious faith rediscovered at 
this time. The first weeks of sickness in the hospital in Naples; the flight home and 
the exposure to the outside world which brought embarassment, self-consciousness, the 
“empty, defensive smile of the cripple”. The second half concerns his months at Warm 
Springs, the regimen and the therapy there, the other patients known, the determination 
to “stand"® by Christmas- and its accomplishment, and above all the very special quality 
of Warm Springs and those that serve there... A reflective, sensitive testimony- perhaps 
of greater personal value than general interest. .

Powers, Alfred Duell, Sloan & Pearce 
REDWOOD COUNTRY $3.50 


Another volume in the American Folkways Series, written by an authority on the 
area of which he writes,- the redwood districts of northern California and southern Ore- 
gon and the lava (better known as rim rock) regions along their borders. Here are history, 
anecdotes, stories of people of the region, descriptions of scenic beauty, and so on. 
There's the story of Hee-li, Chinese ship captain who accidentally landed on the Califor- 
nia coast in the third century BC, because a bug had gotten into what was then the equiva- 
lent of the compass; stories of the Indian tribes and their customs; the Spanish mission- 
aries and explorers; lumbermen tales; gold discoveries and searches for lost mines; the 
courageous Captain Jack who led the Modocs in a revolt and was betrayed by his own men; 
descriptions of the trees and forests, of Mt. Lassen and Mt. Shasta, famous people who 
came from the area or were associated with it,- Robert Louis Stevenson, Joaquin Miller, 
Walt Whitman, Bret Harte, Grant, and so on. More of the raconteur than the naturalist 
here, but with the facts the tourists will want to know- and those whose interest in these 
giants of the forests makes anything concerning them important. Brief space is given to 
certain phases of conservation. There have been other more interesting titles in the 
series, but the California centenary will stimulate special interest this year.

Carhart, Arthur H. Barnes 
FRESH WATER FISHING $5.00 


The Sportsman's Library includes many useful and beautiful books, and this is an 
excellent addition (speaking as an amateur in the sport). Bighteen colored plates show 
lures and spoons and spinners and so on, while line drawings supply factual data, and dia- 
gram the hows of procedure and techniques. The text is full and practical, supplying much 
of the why of methods, kinds of fish, equipment and tackle, the ABC's of bait casting, fly 
casting, spinning, lure and bait, auxiliary equipment. And he closes with the sound prin- 
ciples of conservation which every angler should know...Here's an excellent book for boys 
(and girls?) - which might be suggested instead of the disappointing Boys’ Complete Book 
of Fresh and Salt Water Fishing, by Rodman and Janes (see report P. 254)- at least in so 
far as fresh water fishing is concerned. (Publ.) 


Cummings, Parke- /d.- Barnes 
THE DICTIONARY OF SPORTS : $7.50 


Dictionary of sports terminology, including some 9,000 terms in alphabetical 
order, from slang to orthodox, and covering every known sport. This should provide the 
authoritative answer to controversial points of terminology, particularly as it is care- 
fully cross-indexed, and includes an appendix listing terms classified by sport, giving 
box scores, tournament procedure, summsries and charts. 120 illustrations of equipment 
and diagrams of officiels' signals add to its usefulness. The descriptive matter is com- 
prehensive enough to make it virtually a small, one volume encyclopedia, more than ade- 
quate for the reference shelves of athletic clubs, schools, etc. Sturdily bound, re- 
enforced, good clear type.

A DICTIONARY OF GASTRONOMY $5.00 


The President of the Wine and Food Society of London has made this contribution 
to gracious living in days when there is serious danger that English people will have 
learned to be satisfied with less than the best, gastronomically speaking. This will- for 
them- provide a tantalizing tickling of the palate, without providing the wherewithal to 
satisfy it! Alphabetically arranged, it includes all conceivable topics concerning food 
and drink, the geography of gourmets, methods of preparation (not actually recipes, though 
the initiated can supply the missing links and make some of the descriptions serve as 
such). There are cross references for identification purposes. Occasionally double mean- 
ings and personal comments liven the text. In the main, French culinary names form the 
backbone of the selection in a book which should prove a useful reference tool.” (5/23) 


Pepper, Stephen C, Harcourt, Brace 
PRINCIPLES OF ART APPRECIATION $4.75 


This is an excellent introduction to enjoyment of art, written by the chairman 
of the art department and professor of philosophy and aesthetics of the University of 
California. While Pepper does not himself advocate the méchanist theory of aesthetics 
which stresses the value of pleasure in art, and is known for his studies on the subject 
from contrary angles, that is the viewpoint he adopts in this study as the easiest and 
least controversial approach for the average layman. He analyzes the psychology of art 
appreciation, the formation of likes and dislikes, the general aesthetic principles of 
design, pattern, type and emotion. He then turns to the materials employed by the visual 
arts in carrying out these general principles and the ways in which they appeal to human 
likes:- color, line, mass and volume. In conclusion, he discusses the three visual arts,- 
painting, sculpture, architecture, on the basis of the general principles at work, the 
materials used, and the pleasure they give. The twenty plates at the end of the text are 
constantly referred to an illustration of various points made. These plates- four of them 
in full color- are all-inclusive,- modern and classical, painting, sculpture, architecture,- 
demonstrative of the phases studied in the text. Throughout the text spot drawings, in 
line, diagrams, etc. are used. The material is well organized, though perhaps a trifle 
pedagogical in presentation. Of more interest to the student than to the general reader.

De Poncins, Gontran Hastings House 
Photographs & Text ESKIMOS $5.00 


Kabloona established de Poncins as an authority in this field. This book is an 
illustrated accompaniment of Xabloona = which is still good reading if you have not read 
it,- the story of an incredible journey to the polar regions, a return to what the author 
calls “the ice age”. He lived with the natives, and was ultimately accepted as one of 
them, taken into their families, permitted to accompany them on their journeyings, sharing 
their food, and finding them delightful companions. An introductory text summarizes some 
of his findings, and analyzes their material, social and moral codes. The photographs are 
accompanied by running text, descriptive and informative. The topics cover the scope of 
their lives,- their building of shelters, their journeyings, their dances, their fishing, 
harpooning of seals, killing of caribou, the Eskimo's teeth, their meeting with strangers, 
the enemies of disease, parasites, etc., their racial and personality characteristics, 
their standards of beauty, Eskimo children. Wealth of data, attractively presented. (5/20)

Huntington, James Lincoln 
FORTY ACRES ! $3.50 
This is a different sort of book from those usually done by Hastings House- and 
lacks the general appeal. (Frankly it has a faint aura of being an author's book!) It is; 
however, built from the kinds of records families in America too seldom keep - intimate 
records of a Colonial house untouched in some 150 years, and owned by the Huntington fa- 
mily for ten generations. Family documents go back to 1697; the Hadley (Massachusetts) 
house has been known as the Bishop Huntington house since his long years of calling it 
home. An 18th century farm, it embodies in its physical characteristics, in the records 
left by the family, in the furnishings, much of the essence of the New England picture, 
particularly the Connecticut Valley region. Photographs by Samuel Chamberlain. (5/10) 


Ridgely, Mabel Lloyd- £d.- Available at $7.50 through 
WHAT THEM BEFELL Underhill & Green, Dover, Del. 


Another record of a family, this time the Ridgelys of Delaware, over a century 
and a half, records preserved in letters from Colonial and Federal Delaware. Editorial 
judgment has chosen for publication letters reflecting the social and political life:- 
letters from parents to children; from young people away on visits or at school; letters 
describing social doings, family affairs, clothes, friendly and occasionally intimate- for 
those days- personal bits. There are letters of courtship and marriage; letters that give 
glimpses of life at Eden Hill Farm and on the Green in Dover. There are connecting links 
outlining the historical background. There is explanation of items of interest- Anthony 
Wayne's courtship- Caesar Rodney's connection with the family, etc; A chronology, index, 
glossary and some thirty odd photographs add to the interest and value. The market- out- 
side the family- will be largely to the genealogical departments of libraries. 


Bridenbaugh, Carl University of N. C. 
PETER HARRISON $6.50 


A competent and needed biography of America's pre-Revolutionary architect, Peter 
Harrison, who, because of his Toryism and the resulting destruction of his personal pro- 
perty, has been little known or researched. This is a documented, illustrated account of 
his career, from middle class Quaker in England, to merchantman and gentleman of arts and 
learning in the new country, to architect and customs collector of New Haven, which ex- 
plains his progress with thorough understanding. It follows his derivation and adaptation 
in architectural forms, describes in available deteil, his work from Rhode Island, to 
Charles Town, S.C., from churches to markets and synagogues, places him as Jefferson's 
predecessor in introducing the classic pattern in this country. A handsome and useful 
book in its field. (5/21)

THE NEEDLEWORK LIBRARY $2.95 


This is @ manual of instructions in embroidery, knitting, tatting, afghans, 
quilts, crochet, rugs, and pineapple designs. The preliminary instruction for each type 
of handiwork is clear even for beginners, and the illustrations show progressively the 
how-to-do-it steps. Each section has an introductory page noting the place of handiwork 
in the American picture, defining the basic types under the specific heading. Photographs 
of the finished pieces of hand work are followed in each case by directions, and where 
necessary, detailed diagrams and illustrations of procedure. Not completely comprehensive, 
but covering a wide range of ideas and procedure.

Coblentz, Catherine Cate Longmans, Green 
THE BLUE CAT OF CASTLE TOWN $2.50 


* An imaginative, poetic and often amusing story, written with great skill, this 
successfully treads that thin line that wavers between fantasy and realism. The hero of 
the story is a blue kitten, born under a blue moon, and living near a smell Vermont town 
in the time of our Revolutionary War. Because he is blue, he is privileged to know the 
song of the river, and it is his destiny to seek out a friendly hearth and inspire his 
owner with the beauty and wisdom and truth that lie in the river's song. This is an 
&llegory concerned with the struggle between truth and sincerity and shoddy pretense and 
greed. The cat is a real personality. Young readers will remember long the purring wis- 
dom of his song and be fascinated by the colonial, historical characters in the old town 
about which the author weaves her tale. And children within reach of New York's Metro- 
politan Museum of Art will want to see the American tapestry from which the legendary 
blue cat of contentment gazes out. An unusual and lovely book which could so easily have 
degenerated into sentimentality, but which sets and holds its own pattern. A book adults 
will enjoy reading with children of six to eight.

Hinkle, Thomas C. Morrow 
ie vic: A Dog of the Prairies $2.00 


Thomas Hinkle seems to prove the adage that “any book about a dog will sell”. 
In his case- add “any book about a horse", and it proves equally true,- for good, bad, or 
indifferent, his stories about horses and dogs of the Old West find many readers. His 
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jerky, homespun style and his lack of imagination in plotting situations remains the same. 
Old Vic, the dog, and his adventures on the prairies, emerge as rather less than interest- 
ing or original- to this reader. And the story is heavily weighted with the author's ob- 
servations on the codes and maxims of the Old West, on customs and place and period. Any 
reader who has read his earlier stories has read them all; similar situations and dialog 
and descriptions and stock characters appear in this, as in other books, and they even 
seem to echo from chapter to chapter. With so much better books in the field, one could 
venture the wish that this might be the last of an interminable series. (8/3) 


Evernden, Margery Random House 
THE RUNAWAY APPRENTICE $2.50 


* An utterly delightful story for this tween age group, with type face and vocabu- 
lary that the third and fourth year readers can manage for themselves, but a story that 
younger children will also enjoy. The irresponsible and fun-loving fourth son of a wealthy 
merchant in the Imperial City of long ago Peiking feels that his pranks and imagination 
are not appreciated at home, so he runs away. He joins the troup of a “shadow master” who 
enacts with his company plays with shadow figures in silhouette. The whimsical and lucky 
accident fashion in which he manages ultimately to save his father and brothers and re- 
trieve the family fortunes is told with a delicious folk humor. He has a touch of the 
carefree, light-hearted bravado without the malice of Till Eulenspiegel, though he does 
not have the characteristics common to legendary heroes, his story definitely has that 
quality. The characterization, the humor, the imagination of the plot, the Chinese flavor 
of the language and incidents, will give young readers more feel of that country than all 
the stories about little folks of other lands ever published. We loved it! (#/e5)

With these two volumes the Kipling Dollar Library is launched, good additions to 
the Young Moderns Library list. Too few young people are reading Kipling today, beyond the 
established classics, Just So Stories andThe Jungle Books.. I'd hate to have missed Stalky 
& Co., immortal story of the three schoolboy musketeers, Stalky, Beetle and McTurk. English 
school boys are identified with them in my mind; public school traditions, vital to under- 
standing the British even today, are integral part of this story of boyish escapades. Fun 
reading - and not too dated. Unfortunately, the jacket gives it an old time look, and the 
typography places it for younger readers than will give it full enjoyment... (aptains Courageous 
needs, perhaps less introduction. Personally, I never liked it as well as Stalky, but the 
motion picture re-introduced it to today's readers, and it stands as an adventure story 
of the sea.

Tom Kenyon, hero of this story, appeared first some years back in Buckeye Boy. 
In this sequel, Tom leaves Ohio, works his way through to Iowa, where, driven by the ne- 
cessity of earning his food and keep, he is slow in approaching his goal as a printer on 
a newspaper. As prospective journalist, young Tom is interested in politics, and gets in- 
volved in the skirmishes of the late 1850's, the aspirations of Fremont, the issues of free- 
dom vs slavery that were slowly driving a wedge between the northern and southern sympath- 
ies of the Midwest, the Dred Scott decision, the question of freedom of the press- and 
many other exciting issues of the day. Tom comes out squarely on the side of freedom, and- 
difficult as it is to make good characterization in a story of this type- the author has 
succeeded in depicting Tom as a natural human being. The story leaves him as he buys out 
his boss, to become proprietor of his own paper, and there's a bit of romance on the side.

THE PLAYMAKER OF AVON $3.00 — 


* Shakespeare and his pleys- the two are inseparable and so this author finds them, 
for this is not only 4 biography- and a good one- but a story of those plays and the in- 
fluences upon them of the period in which Shakespeare lived. Charles Norman, who has 4 
course on Shakespeare at N.Y. University, shows how deeply his plays were influenced by his 
personal life and the events of the day; he traces these events through the plays, and uses 
extracts and quotations to prove his points and clarify statements. This is the kind of 
intelligent and well-written biographical analysis to which young people are too seldom ex- 
posed. It is a book anyone over twelve could read with pleasure and deep interest, while 
Junior High and High School libraries would find it invaluable as supplementary reading for 
Shakespeare study. Link this with a book published by Coward, McCann in February, Hodges’ 
Shakespeare and the Players (see P. 63), a fascinating account of the theatre and players 
of Shakespeare's time.

Marshall, Margaret Mooers Macrae-Smith 
WILDERNESS NURSE $2.50 


The preoccupation with nursing as a career is responsible for the wide audience 
for the various series of nurse stories (Sue Barton series and Penny Marsh series). Here 
is an adult book which girls who have gone through the earlier stage will find to their 
liking. Denise, a born nurse, throws up her job under brusque Dr. Steele, in a moment of 
rebellion, She takes 4 vacation in Canada and then stays on to nurse in a wilderness hos- 
pital, where Dr. Ned is often unsure in his methods. There's a double romance- and a satis- 
fying ending.

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Mayse, Arthur Morrow 
PERILOUS PASSAGE $3.00 


Thriller, adventure packed, in the borderline arva of the Pacific Northwest. Two 
young people become enmeshed in some mysterious and questionable activities. One is 4 
youth wanted by the police for escape from a reform school; the other a girl trying to be 
men of the family in her dead father's stead, and to buck the predatory activities of her 
dissolute stepmother. This phase of the story alone might raise question of suitability 
in some minds- so a word of warning. On the adventure side- and the really unusual hand- 
ling of a rocky road to romance, the story will appeal to the upper teens as well as to 
adults.
